For all that the two men 
appear to be at opposite poles 
within the broad framework of 
the modern Liberal party, the 
realities of convention politics 
force them both to promote 
policies which ‘are really far 
removed from the things in 


which -they believe most 
strongly. 
These two leading can-. 


didates are thus avoiding the 
issues on which the Liberal 
party leadership should be de- 
cided, 

Delegates to the party's 
convention in Ottawa 
should be able to choose the 
successor to Prime Minister 
Pearson on thé baiss of where 
the party is to stand on the 
controversies of the day. 

Some cf these include’ the 
Liberal party’s attitude toward 
free trade with the United 
States and the extent of U.S. 
comination of Canadian indus- 
try. 

There are major fiscal ques- 
tions to be answered, such as 
vhether the federal govern- 
ment should case back on 
spending so a5 to come in with 
balanced budgets. 

Should the country proceed 
‘ith medicare July 1 despite 
will impose 
heavier burdens on govern- 
ment budgets, leading to high- 
er taxes? There are delicate 
questions of international fi- 
nance, the most important of 
which is whether the U.S.ewill 
be able to escape devaluation 
of its currency, which would 


‘thereby knock the. props out 


for under the Canadian dollar. 
Robert Winters, because he 
is regarded as a spokesman for 
big business, s “Bay street: 
boy” and an  aecomplished 
financier, stresses instead his 
Nova Scotia back- 
ground. By nature more 
conservative than mbsi. Con 
servatives, bir, Winters is 
going out of his ‘vay to aveid | 
attacking welfare state pro 
grams. He has stayed out 
of the French-Engiish debate, 
avoided the stand which has 
cost Mr. Trudeau considerable 
support in Quebec, but has 


spoken of the need for greater 
opportunity for French Ca- 
nadians, s> ing with which 
neither En or French Ca- 


nadians will disagree. 

The main outlines of Mr. 
Winters campaign can thus be 
seen to make him a moderate, 
a man of the centre, in very 
much the image of Robert 
Stanfield, the reasoned, intelli- | 
gent but aggressive busi- 
nessman who will assure good 
Canadian coimmon sepse at th 
helm of government 2 

While Mr. Winters pursues 
the reformist element in the 
Liberal party knowing that he 
already has right-wing Liberals 
backing him (and thus doesn’t 
have to woo them). 

Widely regarded as a rad- 
ical, a reformist, a swinger and 
indeed almost a socialist from 
some of his past pro- 
nouncements, it might be ex- 
pected that Mr. Trudeau would 
stake out the new high ground 
to which he would propose to 
take Canada and the Liberal 
party if he became leader and 


‘Prime Minister. 


But instead, again the em- 
phasis is on what Mr. Trudeau 
is not. Because he has the 
left-wing Liberals backing him, 
there is no need to court their 
favor. The wooing must be of 
the oid guard, stand-pat Liber- 
als of the Mackenzie King and 
St. Laurent era. 

‘Thus Mr. Trudeau attacks 
the idea of a minimum annual! 
wage as one which would 


merely ensure Canadians of a . 


minimum standard of welfare, 
instead oof = maximui op: 
pertunity. He criticizes U.S. 
bombing of North Vietnam but 
says we should continue to sell 
military equipment to the U.S. 
because to do so is profitable 
to our industry. Only on the 
issue of federalism, has Mr. 
Trudeau spoken clearly to the 
issue — at the risk of losing 
support in Quebee he has 
sained a tremendous following 
in the rest of Canada, He says 
medicate should be. the last 
universal welfare program 
launched in Canada. 

By taking these approaches, 
neither Mr. Winters nor Mr. 
Trudeau are being dishonest or 
insincere. But anyone“who ex- 
pects a political candidate to’ 
really stake out his position is 
asking toe much. It’s too risky.

With the Liberal leadership 
convention moving into its 
opening hours, it is more evi- 
dent than ever that the choice 
of the party will be determined 
by. the uncommitted delegates. 

Numerous surveys back up 
what most observers have been 
saying; that Pierre Trudeau, 
Paul Martin and Paul Hellyer 
are running 1-2-3 in firm, first 
ballot commitments. 

But the real test of the 
front-runners will come from 
the votes of the more than half 
of the 2,475 delegates who 
are not pledged in advance to 
any one candidate. 

These delegates, if they 
break strongly toward any one 
contender, could decide it all 
on the very first ballot, But it 
probably. won't happen that 
way because of the large num- 
ber (nine) of “serious” candi- 
dates in. the race. 

And after the first ballot, 
anything can happen because 
most of the committed dele- 
gates are tied to their candi- 
dates only as long as each are 
in the race. It’s unlikely that 
as the losers go down like dom- 
inoes, they'll be able to do 
anything more than “suggest” 
who their followers might sup- 
port. 

The Liberal leadership conv- 
ention is thus still a wide open 
race, and the two candidates 
whom this figures to benefit 


the most are Trudeau and- 


John Turner. Trudeau because 
he. is a late-comer with im- 
mense popular support but lit- 
tle organized strength outside 
of Quebec. Turner because of 
his youth and the fact that he 
needs all the time he can get 
to build up his following. 
Those who have the most to 
lose from an unrehearsed cony- 


ention are those with their , 


greatest strengths in the party 
machinery. Long experience, 
loyal cabinet service and past 
political favors will count for 
little once the emotion and ex. 
citement of the convention 
grips. the delegates. This will 
be especially true if one of the 
candidates is able to make a 
really stirring speech and im- 
press the convention the way 
Robert Stanfield suddenly 
swept to the fore at the Con- 
servative convention. , 
Convention politics being 
what they are, the big. loser 
thus has to be Paul Martin, 
who is making his last desper- 


ate bid for power but risks suf- 
fering as ignoble.a defeat as 
overtook John Diefenbaker. 

And what of Robert Winters, 
generally acknowledged to be 
the other chief contender 
alongside Messrs. Trudeau, 
Martin, Hellyer and Turner? 

He, too, will benefit from 
the openness of the conven- 
tion, and in fact, looks more 
and more like the candidate 
around whom a_ last-ditch 
“Stop Trudeau” move could 
develop. 

Look, then, for Pierre Tru- 
deau to top the first ballot 
when voting gets underway. in 
Ottawa Saturday, followed by 
Robert Winters, Paul Hellyer 
and John Turner. Don't be sur- 
prised if Paul Martin is the 
disappointment of the conven- 
tion, shunted back into the 
ranks of the also-rans, And you 
can forget about Mitchell 
Sharp, Allan MacEachen, Joc 
Greene of Eric Kierans — they 
won't last beyond two ballots. 

The two chief rivals, Tru- 
deau and Winters, reflect 
differences which run deeper 
than just their racial back- 
grounds. While Winters per- 
fectly represents the stodgy 
but reliable Anglo-Saxon upper 
middle class businessman, Tru- 
deau appears to offer more 
than just the expected French 
Canadian savoir-faire which 
would stamp a welltodo Que- 
bec intellectual. 


Trudeau, by bidding for fed- 
eral power, shapes up as the 
one French Canadian who can 
keep Quebec in Confederation. 
But perhaps even more impor- 
tant, his willingness to inno- 
vate and to try bold new poli- 
cles marks him as a man in 
‘tune with the swirling social 
change around him. 


Walter Lippmann comment- 
ed that the most important as- 
set of a natural leader is his 
ability to get a country on the 
move. toward the solution of 
its problems. This is even more 
important, he noted, than the 
sylutions themselves. And as 
John F. Kennedy did this for 
the United States at the begin 
ning of the Sixties, so perhaps 
can Pierre Trudeau — if the 
Liberals give him the chance 
.. do likewise for Canada at 
the end of the Sixties, The 
Liberals owe it to the country 
to give him that chance.

Story:- 

On one of my days off a couple 
weeks ago, (March 17, 1968) I took | 
a busman’s holiday and went fishing 
with a friend, an ardent lake trout 
fisherman. 

With a borrowed outfit used speci- 
fically for catching the big ones, 1, 
picked up Ray at his house about .

Road. From the car we took off on 
foot for a mile or more walk to the

Two men fishing near us left for, 
home at 7:30 without having as much | 
as a nibble. We moved to the other | 
fishing holes. I had dropped my bait | 
in what looked to be a good one and | 
placed the pole at my feet for free 


running when it happened. Unknow- | 


lingly I-had tripped the lever, the pole ' 


knew it, it was ptilled from my grip 
and dropped to the ice. I sprang upon 
it, but still could not hold the rod 
from being pulled away by what I 
thought was the largest trout ever 
hooked. I lost ‘my final hold and ihe 
rod and feel disappeared with a 
splash down the hole. This strike was 
a first for me and f fouled it up, 

! We returned home that day with a 
\six and one quarter pound trout that 
Ray caught. Feeling’ a bit sorry for 
rte, Ray gave me his fish, otherwise I 
perhaps would have had more ex- 
plaining to do as this was my fourth 
‘ime ice fishing this season without 
eatching one. 

On Saturday evening, March 23rd, 
another fisherman called at my home 
saying that he had a fish story to 
tell me. Wé sat down and Doug. tol? 
me this story:- 

On Tuesday, March 19, Doug. had 
gone fishing in Big Clear Lake, and 
while fishing in the same locality 
where Ihad lost the “big one’ hooked 
a monofilament line. He pulled it up 
and noticed that a fish was on it. 
Hand over hand, he pulled the big fish 
toward him. Two passes and it would 
not submit to being taken. It came up 
a third time and he tried to grasp it 
around the neck, but was too large to 
do so. He could not let go to get the 
gaff so_he wrapped the line around 
his hand and held on. The fish, by 
this time, was tired of being pulled 
about and took off. Doug. held fast 
as the line cut into the flesh of his 
fingers. The 25 Ib. test line finally 
gave way and the big fish was free. 
All that he had was the end of the 
line with the sinker attached. He 
pulled the other: way and the line be- 
ing caught on bottom broke again and 
Doug. came home somewhat disap- 
pointed because of the cut fingers and 
losing the fish.

Philadelphia Phillies refused 
to play against the Los Angeles 
Dodgers’ in a National League 
baseball game. Phillies’ gener- 
al manager, John Quinn, said 
his team would not play even 
though they risk forfeit and 
fine because it was the day of 
Dr. King’s funeral services. 
Tradition was broken at 
“Washington as their opener 
was halted. The same held true 
at Cincinnati and Houston. 
Wednesday became opening 
day in the majors rather than 
_ Monday. All of Sunday's final 
exhibition games were Can- 
celled except the Cleveland- 
Dodger game at San Diego. 
Major league hockey and 
basketball ran and hid. So did 
all the American teams in the 
North American _ Soccer 
League. The soccer people 
postponed their games at suc 
cities as Los Angeles, San Die- 
go, Oakland and Kansas City. 
Boston at Atlanta was called 
off for Monday night and De- 
troit at Kansas City was taker 
off the soccer calendar on 
Wednesday | night. 
The American Basketball As- 
sociation playdowns didn’t con-

tinue until Tuesday night at 
Dallas and at Minnesota on 
Wednesday. The National 
Basketball League games at 
Bdéston and Los Angeles didn’t 
go until Wednesday evening. 


Tuesday it was a dark day at 
New.

Minister's 
yromioe of.a “Just Society” fort 
has been compared 

with President Johnson's vi- 
= of a “Great Society” in 
the United States. We now 
know the U.5S., for all its power 


and productivity, is today fur- 
ther than ever from 


and bigotry of millions of 
Americans who were afraid to 
face the challenge of sharing 
their comfort with their fellow 
citizens who lived in discom- 
fort. 


This bigotry at home infect- 
ed American foreign policy. It 
dragged the U.S. into a war jn 
Asia which history will proba- 
bly record as one of the most 
senseless and self-defeating 
adventures ever undertaken by 
the white man in the Orient. 


By the time the President 
finally realized his policies 
were sinking the country decp- 
er into civil insurrection in the 
ghettoes, it was too late. 


The Great Society is dead. 

The widow of Martin Luther 
King said: “This is a sick soci- 
ety, infested with racism and 
violence.” 

Because Americans were un- 
willing to finance a war on 
poverty at the same time they 
were waging a war in Asia, the 
US, lost domestic tranquility 
at the same time as it lost the 
battle of Vietnam. The U.S. 
could have financed both wars 
but its leaders lacked the polit- 
ical skill to rally its people to 
boGr-cayses, 

And w President John- 
son finally*.sued for peace in 
Vietnam ‘(and this is what he 
did, let there be no mistaking 
it), it was too late ‘to ce-fucl © 
the war against poverty. The 
anarchists had taken over. 

. So is.tatk of a “Just Society” 
in Canada either foolish or 
ntious? Is it merely ai 
cheap political catch “phrase, 
calculated to inspire faith in a! 
new leader . . . faith which he , 
has not yet eatned? 

As Pierre Trudeau said in 
one of his last apeeches as 
Justice Minister, we all know 
that there are still injustices in 
Canada. 

It is therefore both proper

It has the tiadi- 
tion which makes anything less 
than fmll legal justice repug- 
nant to its citizens. The hang- 
ing tree never grew tall in 
Canada. 

Canada is engaged in no 
reckless wars abroad. It happi- 
ly has no all-consuming color 
problem at home. Its major 
racial division is being over- 
come by goodwill and leader- 
ship on both sides. 

Any Canadian over 35 or 
40 years of age realizes that 
tremendous changes have over- 
come this country during our. 
lifetime. Change has -heen 
especialiy great in the past “0 
years. 

The Canada from which 
most of us have sprung was a 
Canada much poorer than the. 
Canada we know today. It was 
poor in financial resources; 
poor in artistic talent, poor in 
technical skills, poor in social 
conscience. It was poor in 
everything but natural re- 
sources, 

We are today stiJl rich in 
those natural resources, but 
rich also in everything which 
makes a great nation, except 
perhaps, sheer numbers. 

With this measure of rich- 
ness, Canada can indeed create 
a Just Society, whether we call 
it that or not, and regardless 
of who sits in the Prime Minis- 
ter’s office.

the points during 144 inter- 


divisional games with the estab- 
lished teams winning 96 ‘and 
tieing 18 contests. 


Last year’s defending Stan- 
ley Cup champions, Toronto 
Maple Leafs, suffered more 
than any established team. The 
Leafs lost 11 times to expan- 
sion clubs while winning 10 
and drawing three games. This 
“poor” record could be largely 
attributed to Toronto's failure 
to make the playoffs for the 
first time in 10 seasons. 


Also, one could say New 
York Rangers made the play- 
offs because of their excellent 
showing against the neweom- 
ers. New York won 17, tied 
three and lost only four times 
against expansion entries, al- 
though they only gained 53 
points against the establish- 
ment, the same as Toronto. 


The expansion clubs looked 
good against the older teams by 
using and sticking with a 
simple method — defense. The 
new teams didn't have the 
scoring power to match the 
older clubs in a wide-open 
style so they checked and 
played their positions. After 
all, this is how Toronto won 
the cup last season.
